When projecting with the real object 
projector the steps are, firstly moving the image receiving apparatus to a suitable 
position according to the mark on the transparent film clip, then focusing the image 
receiving apparatus according to the transparent film clip, and finally pressing an image 
receiving key to automatically identify the kind of transparent film clip and magnify the 
projection image with the control circuit.- 
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In the claims: 

In claim 2, line 2, change "comprises a arm" to - comprises an arm 

In claim 11, line 2, change "controling operation" to - - controlling operation 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither shows nor suggests a real object projector comprising all of the 
elements of claim 1 , and particularly the following limitations: "wherein the light source 
module is movably connected to the base, and at least one transparent film is placed on 
the light source module and the light source module provides a light source for the 
image receiving apparatus to receive an image of the transparent film.".
